FOLLOWING IS EXCERPT FROM EQUATORIAL GUINEA FONMIN NGUEMA 
ESONO'S GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH SEP 26 WHICH DEALS WITH KOREA: 

QUOTE THOSE WHO BELIEVE THAT THE PURPOSE OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS IS TO FOMENT DISTURBANCES IN THE WORLD AND TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THOSE DISTURBANCES TO DIVERT THE ATTENTION OF THE 
WORLD COMMUNITY, OR ALLOW THEM TO BE EXPLOITED BY SOME INTERESTED 
PARTIES, IS MISTAKEN. FOR INSTANCE, IN THE KOREAN PENINSULA, 

IN SPITE OF THE TIME THE UNITED NATIONS FORCE HAS BEEN 
STATIONED THERE AND THE EFFORTS THAT HAVE BEEN EXERTED BY THIS 
ORGANIZATION, THE KOREAN PEOPLE HAVE NOT BEEN ABLE TO ACHIEVE 
THEIR LONGED-FOR REUNIFICATION BECAUSE OF DIFFICULTIES 
RESULTING FROM THE STATIONING IN THEIR COUNTRY OF FOREIGN 
FORCES WHICH USE THE NAME AND THE FLAG OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
TO MAKE ANY KIND OF FRUITFUL NEGOTIATIONS IMPOSSIBLE. WE 
WOULD LIKE TO MAKE CLEAR OUR CONVICTION THAT, AS THAT PEOPLE 
MATURES POLITICALLY, REUNIFICATION WILL BE ACHIEVED PEACEFULLY 
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SOUTH, WITHOUT FOREIGN INTERVENTION. MY DELEGATION CONTINUES 
TO CONSIDER THAT THE AGREEMENT SIGNED BY NORTH AND SOUTH 
KOREA IN 1972 CONSTITUTES THE BASIS FOR ANY NEGOTIATIONS. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY MUST OBJECT TO THE USE OF THE NAME 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND ITS TROOPS TO COMPLICATE A 
SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM OF THE KOREAN PENINSULA. THAT WOULD 
INCREASE THE PRESTIGE OF THIS ORGANIZATION AND WOULD ENCOURAGE 
THE HARMONIOUS DEVELOPMENT OF CONTACTS BETWEEN NORTH AND 
SOUTH. WE ARE SURE THAT IN THE NOT TOO DISTANT FUTURE THE 
ENTIRE KOREAN NATION, AS A UNITARY POLITICAL ENTITY, WILL 
PARTICIPATE IN THE WORK OF OUR ORGANIZATION AS A FULLY 
FLEDGED MEMBER. THE KOREAN PEOPLE, WHICH HAS A VERY HIGH 
HUMAN POTENTIAL, WITH ITS TRADITIONS AND UNIQUE CULTURE, 
DESERVES TO BE HEARD HERE AS A MEMBER OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 
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
